(communication issued this evening. The communication gives no 
reason for the manoeuver but says that it was made during Thursday 
night systematically and without interference by the French troops. 
IThe statement says also that no fresh advices are at hand from Italy. 


The text of the comnronication follows: 
"In Flanders there has been lively artillery activity on the Yser. 
"Unnoticed and undisturbed by the enemy we systematically 


tdthdrew our lines from the hilly-front of the Chemin-des-Dames last 
night.

It 
ij possible, and seemingly probable, 
that the withdrawal of the Germans 
will compel also the falll-ng^baclc of 
the German forces in the turn of the 
"battle line in this region, running 
northward to St. Quentin, If, Indeed, 
it does not affect the German positions 
as far north as Arras. 


On the Italian front the Austro-Ger- 


mans and Italians are in combat along 
tha middle and lower regions of the 
Tagliamento river, with the Teutonic 
forces on the east and General Ca- 
dorna's army on the western side of 
•the stream. As far as is known, the 
enemy has not yet been able to cross 
the river, which Is In freshet, flut It 
seems apparent that from the Carnic 
Alps south along the battle line to the 
head of the Adriatic the Italians now 
are holding their new line of defense 
securely.

FORBID DIRECT FLOUR 


TRADING WITH EUROPE 


EFFECT WllL BE TO PROPERLY 


PROTECT CONSUMERS 


New Yoik, Nov. 2. — The milling 


Slvision of the United States food ad- 
ministration announced here tonight 
that effective immediately all direct 
trading by Anerican millers,, export- 
ers and blenders of flour with Eu- 
ropean countries is prohibited. This 
business will be handled hereafter only 
by the food administration. 


The new regulations were made, It 


was stated, "to effect proper control 
and to centralize the handling of ex- 
Ports o£ flour to "European neutrals," 
and in order to "protect the interests 
of consumers which have necessarily 
had to pay a relatively high price for 
flour purchased in very small pack- 
ages." 


It also was announced that effective 


December 1, all flour millers operating 
nnder agreement with the federal food 
Administration "will not be permitted 
to sell flour In packages of other than 
'•i, Vi and % barrel or larger" and 
Irom January 1, 1918, "no miller will 
bo permitted to ship flour in packages 
sther than those described." 


"It is anticipated," a statement said, 


"that tho elimination of the small 
sic-ks may temporarily disturb estab- 
ishment tr'ado customs but it ia be- 
lieved that In districts of congested 
population the retailor will meet the 
iltuatlon to some extent by the sale 
of flour from Tmlk packages in the 
grocer's sack."

requests for credits. It has granted 
Russia's requests in the past and Sec- 
retary McAdoo has announced repeat- 
edly that the treasury would place 
money wherever It would be most ef- 
fective in fighting Germany. 


So expeditiously has the treasury 


acted in establishing Russian credit 
that until today Russia had not ex-

Washington, XX C, Nov. 2. — Regu- 


lations designed to restrict the use of 
coal, in Industries consideied non-es- 
sential to the conduct of the war will 
be put into force soon by the fuel ad- 
ministration. The plan under consid- 
eration provides for a classification of 
industry in the order of their Import- 
ance and the issuance of a. general or- 
der to coal producers directing; them 
to supply first manufacturing plants 
engaged in war work. 


Domestic consumers will be supplied 


ahead of all industries, and the regu- 
lations will contain special provisions 
for taking care of their requirements. 


An upward revision of coal prices 


for mines which contain 
unusually 


thin veins, and for mines in the hands 
of receivers to permit them to operate 
at a profit, is probable within a few 
days. Heretofore price changes have 
been general and have not been ap- 
plied except to entire districts.

Big Gain in Yields of Ontons, Cab- 


bages and Beans. 


Enormous increases in production of 


fall onions, cabbages and beans over 
last year are shown In estimates an- 
nounced by the department ot agri- 
culture. 


Fall onions production is forecast at 


13,554,130 bushels, compared with 7,- 
832,700 last year. 
The acreage this 


year is 41,300, against 28,400 last year. 
California leads, -with 3,348,000 bush- 
els; New York is second, with 2,881,- 
200 bushels, and Ohio third, -with 1,- 
966,000 bushels. 


Production of cabbages Is forecast 


at 691,920 tons, compared with 252,310 
tons last year. The acreage is 73,200, 
against 40,800 last year. New York 
leads in production, with 349,680 tons, 
almost four times as much as last 
year, and Wisconsin Is second, with 
121,900 tons. 


Almost double the quantity of beans 


Is forecast, with a total of 15,814,000 
bushels in the five principal growing 
states—New York, Michigan, Colorado, 
New Mexico, and California. Califor- 
nia leads, with 9,278,000 bushels; , 
Michigan is second, with 4,006,000 
bushels.

A Duty of Citizenship. 


There are many things which may 


oe Included In the list of acts which 
as citizens should he performed, but 
there Is probably no other so import- 
ant as that of voting at 
elections. 


Every adult male citizen is under the 
law entitled to vote—perhaps in an- 
other year every man and woman will 
have like privileges; and the thing 
which Is their right should 6e not 
merely a privilege but an obligation. 
There ara many things, as for exam- 
ple the holding of stock In financial, 
commercial or industrial companies, 
in which the' privilege of voting can 
t>» delegated; but citizenship is not a 
condition wherein one may act by 
proxy. The people make the govern- 
ment, ^and it Is the duty of the people 
not to neglect tho performance 
of 


their cK'ic duty. 


The result of the primaries in Sep- 


tember showed that a considerable 
number of citizens of Oneonta do not 
care to vote, though as a matter of 
justice It may be conceded that illness 
or unavoidable absence from the city 
prevented tha registration of a per- 
centage. But to those who remain and 
who did register the appeal may very 
properly be made that they do not 
fall to be present at the polls next 
Tuesday. The government" of ."state, 
district, county and city Is in part or 
wholly their own, and no oae can 
complain of the result who does not 
do his part in the election. 
"What Mny Come Ijntcr. 


In this connection the suggestion 


has been, made by students of political 
tjuestions that voting Is a thing which 
no "qualified voter should have a right 
legally to neglect. 
If this contention 


Js carried out, there may come a law 
which makes voting obligatory and 
Imposes a flno upon those who do not 
do BO. Illness, of course, and acci- 
dents or actual, necessary detenilon 
from home, might excuse the penalty; 
but is there any good reason why any 
man in good heatlh and 
at 
home 


should shirk this obligation? 


Should such, a law ever be passed 


It would be a good thing to make the 
penalty heavy. 
The 
money 
would 


come In handy toward reduction of 
taxation, and certainly ., man 
who 


shirks his voting responsibility upo 
others should be willing to help paj 
tholr taxes.

More Than Half the Inhabitants of 
Jerusalem Starved to Death — Reluc- 
tant to Speak of Experience*. 
A huddled group of shivering, nerre- 


ehattered Jewish refugees, on their re- 
cent arrival at an Atlantic port from 
war-stricken Jerusalem, sank to their 
tneea on a floor of rough boards and 
offered np a prayer for their safe de- 
livery, 


Tears of gratitude streamed flown 


their blanched and pinched laces. And 
they smiled— smiled for the first time 
since their heppy, thongh unpreten- 
tious homes were so abruptly demol- 
ished. 


Content as these people wpre to eke 


out an unpretentious living, they were 
•wholly unprepared for the sliocfc that 
followed. 
First, the decreased food i 


supply, and then — they trembled as 
they told of it — the raids by the Turks. 


"Those fiends," as one of their num- 


ber described it, "first took what ob- 
jects of value we had, then every bit 
of food, 'and, finally, our clothing. They 
left us hungry, half clothed and help- 
less.? 


They could not tell how many of the 


women were assaulted, beaten and 
cursed — It was too horrible and 
brought back scenes that even the 
strongest of minds could not recall 
without a shock. 


Tells of Experience*. 


In fact, they showed reluctance In 


ilHscusslng their experiences. 
The 


Writer found one young man who 
could speak fairly good English and 
requested him. to tell of his expe- 
riences and the conditions now exist- 
ing in Jerusalem. , 


"My God, sir. I don't want fa) talk. 


I want to eat For God's sake, get me 
something to eat." 


Two large pieces of canned corned 


beef, more suspicious than appetizing 
In appearance, were provided. Like a 
Starved animal, the young man 6e- 
frcmred them, washing them down with 
i large cap of steaming black coffee. 


"Cot a cigarette?" he Inquired of 


Ms Interviewer, as his tongue sought 
possible stray crumbs aboutjhls mouth. 
He lit It, indulged In two enormous In- 
hales, and' then smiled. For the pres- 
tnt, at least, ho was happy. 


"Jerusalem was a city of 65,000 be- 


fore this war began," he said, as the 
imile disappeared. 
"Now there are 


but 25,000. The others starved to 
death. The Turks came and took 
everything we had. I don't want to 
talk about them.

"I was one of that forlorn crowd 


Which left Palestine about five months 
kgo. We were headed for Holland, for 
Switzerland, for any place we could 
tod friends. 
We were four months 


yetting to Berne. It was horrible. 
Wen and women dropped along the 
way. They -were too weak, too hungry 
fco go any further. They died, I sup- 
pose." 


Food and Clothing.

for Palestine. Prance and Great Brit- 
ain were willing to grant the steamer 
"clearance" or "mint" papers, but Ger- 
many refused. 


The ship was then held, but later 


the tlnltpfl States collier Caesar land- 
ed at Alexandria, Egypt, -with a con- 
signment of medicine, which eventu- 
ally found Ita way to Palestine. From 
thai time the Joint committee has 
never ceased Its efforts to auccor the 
war-stricken people of Jerusalem. 


But Jerusalem la not the only c'ry In 


that country stricken by war. 
Jaffa, 


the one-tlroo beautiful city, Is now 
completely evacuated. As one of the 
party 
of 
refugees 
expressed it: 


"There's nothing left la Jaffa bat Its 
name," 


Happy as they are to be delivered 


from a'most certnln death, these refu- 
gees arc far from being contented. 
They refer back, again and again, to 
the others of the 1,000 now being 
cured for at Berne. Among them are 
relatives and friends who they know 
must ran the gauntlet of U-boats. 


"We were very fortunate to escnpe 


an attack," said the youtig raan for- 
merly referred to, "and we can't help 
but wonder what will happen to the 
others. The German U-boat Is no re- 
specter of persons and If the others 
escape—well, they will be lucky, that's 
all."

He la a son of William H. Lin- 
coln, a furniture manufacturer here, 
and Is married. 


In a letter home, Lincoln telli how 


he Is feeding 145 mr-n for less than 27 
cents each a day. He says the food Is 
well cooked, and that the men have 
plenty. A sample menu. Inclosed in 
the letter, shows where Lincoln made 
a saving of S17.S3 on the government's 
food allowance for the three menls 
scheduled. For breakfast the men had 
hambcrger steak, biscuits and syrup, 
hashed brown potatoes and coffee. The 
dinner menu was vegetable soup, maca- 
roni and cheese, bread and hot tea, 
nnd peach cobbler. For i upper the 
men had boiled hnm. masj-ed potatoes, 
bread and syrup, iced t<?a and stewed 
prunes.

Question ef Shortage Th!» Year Will 


Depend Upon Whether Demand Has 
Increased More Than tho 10 Per 
Cent increase In Production—Can*. 
da to Get'its Share. 


Coal production In this country this 


year will exceed that of last year by 
10 per cent. The embargo against 
sending coal to Canada has been lifted 
and an arrangement made by \vhlch 
she Is to be supplied on a pro rata ba- 
sis, substantially as though she were 
a state of the Union. The American 
Northwest will be properly fcupplled. 


These are high lights of- recent con- 


ferences announced by Federal Fuel 
Administrator Harry A. Garfield. 


Not only will this year's coal pro- 


duction exceed that of last year by 10 
per cent, but it will exceed that ol 
two years ago by 23% per cent. These 
are the figures given Doctor Garfield 
by Prof. George O. Smith o£ the United 
States geological survey. 


"The question of shortage for this 


year," said Doctor Garfleld, "will de- 
pend then upon whether the American 
demand has Increase^ by more than 
the 10 per cent Increase in production. 
If -our Industrial development, from 
the war and other causes, has grown 
beyond that, then we. must go short. 
We have no figures at hand to tell 
what that development has been." 


Ahead of Last Year. 


Professor Smith states that the sur- 


vey figures include all bituminous coal, 
whether used in making coke or not 
and that the figures for anthracite are 
approximately the same. Last year 
the bituminous tonnage rained was in 
excess of 502,000,000 tons. It Is er 
pected this year to reach 552,000,000 
tons. 
Anthracite should show the 


same Increase, substantially. America 
according to 'Professor Smith, Is now 
nearly a month ahead of last year' 
production at this time. 
^Canada got approximately 19,000 
000 tons of coal, both anthracite anc 
bituminous, fiom, this country las 
year. This year, under the arrange- 
ment of yesterday, she will receive th 
same amount, plus an increase pr 
rated upon the excess over last year* 
production, substantially as thoug 
she were a state of the Union. Th 
action was taken tecause it is vita 
that Canada's war industries be kep 
going full blast, in order that she ma 
remain an effective ally of America In 
the vrar. 


The fuel administration Is worMn 


~on the pro rating at present. In its 
possession are the records of all export- 
ers of coal to Canada last year. Judge 
McGee, speaking for the Northwest, 
has expressed his approval of the 
plan. 


All to Get Share. 


Coal apportioned will arrive on the 


upper lake docks before December 1. 
The amount apportioned to Canada un- 
der the present order is not the full 
supply; nor Is that already sent to 
the Northwest. But each district will 
have received Its percentage, and no 
section will draw upon another for its 
supply. 


A\l coal sent by water to Canada, 


which includes practically the whole 
supply, moves from L,ake~TErie ports. 
This coal -will be tinder the direction 
of F. C. Baird, who will make dally 
reports to the fuel administration at 
Washington. 


The fuel administration hns^ lists 


sh'owing the location of more than 3,- 
000,000 tons ofi free coal—that is, coal 
not under contract—and bona fide do- 
mestic requirements are being taken 
care of when specific, authentic state- 
ments of shortage are furnished. This 
work is tinder the direction of E, A. 
Snead of the Staff.

TEST WAR GASES ON DOGS 


for 
Army Experimenters Find Use 


Superfluous Canines. 


Stray dogs picked up in Bridgeport, 


Conn., and other cities, to be killed by 
the dog wardens, are to be shipped to 
New Haven, where they will be sub- 
jected to government tests with new 
poison gases, which later will be used 
against the Germans in the trenches 
of the European battlefields. 


Experiments are being conducted 


with various forms of gases at New 
Haven by the army and navy gas ex- 
perimental committee. 


Every effort is being made to make 


the gas mixtures as humane as is pos- 
sible, so that death because of them

First, let me saj that anti-suffra- 


gists have been using these same sta- 
tistics -for the last ten years. Despite 
the enormous increase 
in 
suffrage 


sentiment, they still hark back to the 
past for their figures. Here are the 
faets> about New York state. 


On October C of this jear 1,012,494 


women o£ voting age had signed our 
enrollment petition, which reads. "I 
believe the \ote should, be given to the 
women of New York " These names, 
with addresses, are all on file, open to 
public inspection and verification. 


The largest number of men 
who 


have ever registered in New York is 
1,942,246. 
The suffragists set them- 


selves the task of enrolling a million, 
more than a majority of registered 
men voters. This they did easily. My 
own personal experience is that we 
have hardly begun to enroll those who 
are interested, for so many 
women 


have not been reached at all by the 
canvassers. 
Ninety per cent of the 


women reached were glad to sign for 
suffrage. 


Everett P. Wheeler, an anti-suf- 


fragist much quoted, is authority for 
tho statement that there are 3,000,- 
000 women of voting age in the state 
According to his own figures we have 
therefore actually enrolled over 33 1-3 
per cent. 
And this enrollment has 


been done by volunteers at the great- 
est sacrifice of time and effort. Given 
more time and more workers, and we 
could have doubled these figures
